LOS ANGELES (4)—The worst 
accidental death toll in the history 
of the nation’s cbservance of In- 
dependence Day was recorded to- 
day. The National Safety Council 
called the total ‘a disgrace to a 
civilized country.” 

Late tabulations showed a rec- 
ord 676 persons killed in violent 
accidents during the _ three - day 
week-end. 

New York and Michigan led the 
nation, but California had 40 
deaths—6 in traffic mishap, € 
by drowning and 8 in various 
other ways. 

The grim report on the nation’s 
fatalities showed 296 traffic 
deaths, 245 drownings and 135 
deaths in violent accidents. The 
country-wide survey covered vio-

‘Sacrifice Lives 

The council's president, Ted H. 
Dearborn, said in a statement. tc- 
day that “it is shameful and dis- 
graceful that a humanitarian and 
civilized nation must sacrifice 
nearly 700 lives to celebrate a 
holiday dedicated to a free, secure 
and happy people.” 

“Most of the traffic deaths over 
the holiday week-end were due 
directly or indirectly to cheating 
on traffic rules and to pcor sports- 
manship,” Dearborn added. “A| 
Show-off attitude also was respon- 
sible for drowning deaths.” 

This year’s drowning toll broke 
the record 192 established in 1948.

Charles Ross, the presidential 
press secretary, said the message 
probably will go to the Capital 
early next week, but that there 
i3 a chance the President will send 
it to Congress by next week-end.

U. N. Seeks Action 
To Raise Level of 
Econqmic Activity 


United Nations wants 
and international action “to raise 
the world level of economic ac- 
tivity”, which it said was level- 
ling off after the post war indus- 
trial boom. 

In its annual economic survey, 
the U. N. noted that in 1948 “for 
the first time since the end of 
the war, there was a reversal in 
the upward trend of prices, a 
check to the expansion of produc- 
tion and some increase in unem- 
ployment in a number of coun- 
tries”. 

It said positive action was nec- 
essary “to counter possible  re- 
cession”. 

One of the measures the re- 
port recommended to help world 


economy was a resumption cf 
east-west trade in Europe. 
“Obviously,” it said, “an ex- 


pansion of such trade might at 
once serve the economic devel- 
opment of eastern Europe and 
supply western Europe with 
some of the primary products 
which would otherwise have to be 
imported from other continents.” 

The 117-page world economic 
report for 1948 was compiled by 
the U. N. secretariat primarily for 
the use of delegates to the U. N. 
economic and social council which 
opened its ninth session today in 
Geneva, Switzerlend.

Newspaperman Meets Death 
Unafraid As He Predicted 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. ( ()— 
Forrest Warren met death un- 
afraid, just as he said six weeks 
ago he would. 

The 72-year-old newspaper- 
man, columnist for the San 
Diego Daily Journal, “just went 
to sleep” at 5 a.m., yesterday, 
at his home 

Knowing he was dying of. 
cancer, Warren told his readers 
about his approaching death in 
his column of May 17. He used 
the column as an appeal for the 
cancer fund research program. 
The Journal said the appeal had 


brought in $35,000 to date. 

“His was as nearly a com- 
plete victory over death as any, 
Person I’ve ever known,” said 
the Rev. Frank Linder of the 
First Methodist church. “He 
was utterly recongiled.” 

Warren was born at Vermil- 
lion, Kas., where he started his 
career as @ printer’s devil. He 
was a contemporary of William 
Allen White, famed Emporia 
editor, and worked on various 
papers in Kansas, New Mexico 
and Texas. He came to San 
Diego in the 1920's.

Little opposition

signed by the United States, Can- 
ada ani 10 ‘<uropean nations, but 
‘'t must be ratified by a...two- 
thirds senate vote before it be- 
tomes binding on this country.

Connally, chairman of the 
senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, urged his colleagues to stamp 
their approval on the alliance as 
quickly as possible. ‘ 

Liberty must be preserved even 
‘hough “purchasedsir blood,” he 
declared. 

We described the 
effort to coordinate aud consoli- 
late that duty upon the group: as 
a whole rather than to leave each 
‘ndividual country the hopeless 
task of defending itself.” 

No commitment z 

But Connally insisted that the 
treaty does not automatically 
commit the United States to fight 
in case an ally is attacked. 

He also made clear that no 
senator who votes for the pact 
will be bound to vote for the pro- 
posed $1,180,000,000 arms - for - 
Europe program. 

President Truman has not yet 
sent. the arms. plan to congress. 
Senate leaders have said it willbe 
submitted after the senate votes 
on the treaty. 

Connally told the senate that 
while the arms program and the 
pact “are not inseparable”' he 
hopes personally that both will be 
approved during this, session of 
congress, But he added: 

Can’t declare war 

“It is entirely possible, however, 
that even a strong supporter of the 
treaty might find good and legiti- 
mate reasons for opposing the 
military assistance program. This 
is a matter for each senator to 
decide as he searches his’ own 
conscience and exercises his own 
honest judgment.” . . 

In answer to arguments raised 
by some critics, Connally declared 
that the treaty neither give any 
additional power to the president 
nor takes away any of congress’ 
constitutional authority to declare 
war. 

“The full authority of congress 
to declare war with all the discre- 
tion that power implies, remains 
unimpaired,” he -asserted.

State Educators 
Over Aid From 


SACRAMENTO (#) — School 
authorities hoped for more out 
of the 1949 legislature than they 
got, despite some measures were 
passed of a generous nature with 
respect to the educational sys- 
tem of the state. 

The centennial session which 
finished its work at 11:57 _ last 
Saturday night approved for sub- 
mission to the people a $250,000,- 
000 bond issue for the building 
of class rooms in districts which 
have exhausted their local financ- 
ial resources. 

Extends System 

It extended the 1948-49 system 
of average daily attendance aid 
for the schools by passing the 
highly controversial assembly 
bill 2120 by Assemblyman Francis 
Dunn, Jr., after knocking out the 
increased ‘state ante of $36,000,000 
for the support of the schools. 

Lamented Arthur F. Corey, 
State executive secretary of the 
California Teachers Association 
in a post legislative statement: 

“Despite last minute passage of 
the schcol apportionment bill 
(AB 2120, Dunn) and bills set- 
ting up a long rrange plan for 
schoo! building aid (SB 685, 850 
and 1417, Dilworth) no immediate 
help was provided for distressed 
districts of the state which are 
plagued with overcrowded class- 
roows and inadequate finance.” 

He said that at least $35,000,000

in additional aid in supplement. of 
present state support for’ oper- 
ating costs of the schools was 
needed. There are, he said,’ 400 
school districts which are unable 
to meet their immediate building 
needs without help from the state. 

“Lack of action by the legis- 
lature to provide stop-gap’ aid 
leaves the $250,000,000 state bond 
issue on Nov. 8 as the only hope 
for children in those distressed 
districts. 

“The needs of California’s. 1,- 
500,000 school children have not 
been met. Since they. cannot be 
ignored they will have to. be con- 
sidered by the 1950 session of 
the legislature.’” 

Nov. 8 Election 

He hailed the action cf *the 
legislature in calling the Nov. 8 
election as recognition of the urg- 
ency of the situation. ‘ 

In calling a special election 
on the school bond issue, the leg- 
islature. automatically called a 
referendum on the question of 
repealing Proposition No, 4—(the 
new social welfare system), and 
any other proposed constitutional 
amendments which may be pend- 
ing, if Governor Warren signs»the 
bill. 

The session which just closed 
after 145 days sent 1695 out of 
approximately 5000 bills intro- 
duced to the Governor for his sig- 
nature.

house and not only reduces the
